DOMINIC  P.  DIMAGGIO  (Outfielder) 


5*  9";  170  pounds;  bats  and  throws  right 

Dom,  familiarly  known  in  baseball  as  the  Little  Professor,  was  born  in  San 
Francisco  on  February  12,  1918.  He  played  his  first  professional  ball  with  the 
San  Francisco  Seals  in  1937,  and  so  rapid  was  his  development  that  he  was 
named  the  Pacific  Coast  League's  most  valuable  player  in  1939.  Dom  came 
to  the  Red  Sox  in  1940  after  being  scouted  by  Joe  Cronin.  One  of  the  great 
centerfielders  in  the  game,  he  led  the  American  League  outfielders  in  double 
plays  —  7  —  in  1942;  in  1947  he  tied  for  this  honor  and  in  1948  broke  the 
American  League  record  for  the  most  total  chances  accepted  by  an  outfielder 
in  one  season.  In  1949  DiMag  tied  the  American  League  for  most  years,  400 
or  more  putouts  by  an  outfielder  (4),  and  in  1951  he  led  the  league  in  times 
at  bat  and  runs  scored.  He  has  played  in  six  All  Star  Games  and  one  World 
Series.  At  the  close  of  the  1951  season  Dom  played  exhibition  ball  in  Japan. 
He  is  married  and  has  a  young  son.

He  began  his  baseball  career  with 
Atlanta  in  1944  and  his  contract  was  purchased  by  the  Boston  Red  Sox  in 
1947.  After  being  optioned  to  Louisville,  Bill  returned  to  Boston  in  1948.

After  a 
fine  season  in  1952  White  was  named  by  the  baseball  writers  as  co-winner  of 
the  Boston  Rookie  of  the  Year  Award.  Last  fall  he  resumed  his  studies  at  the 
University  and  was  appointed  coach  of  the  junior  varsity  basketball  team.  He 
lists  his  hobby  as  automobiles,  he  is  married  and  has  a  young  son.
